year with their 
children growing up in ignorance 
aud squalor. 
This system of 
peonage is a disgrace to the Amer­ 
ican congress. 
Removal of re­ 
strictions on surplus which, rep­ 
resents about one-tenth of each 
family's allotment, 
will people 
this country with home owning 
farmers and surround the Indian 
with industry,schools and church­ 
es—greatly enhancing the value 
of his other lands and thus solve

ODD POINT IN AUTO CASE. 


Relatives of Victim Hold Motorist 
Who Raised Dust Partly to 
Blame for Accident. 


Paris.—A curious point in an action 
against a motor car driver came before 
"the judges of the French chamber. It 
was a question as to whether a chauf­ 
feur who had raised dust could be pro- 
ceeded against for homicide for care­ 
lessness. 
On May I last an automobile passed 
a cyclist on the road between Melun 
and Paris, 
The car raised a cloud of 
dust, with the result that the cyclist 
could not see his way. 
His machine 
swerved, and he was overtaken by an­ 
other motor car. which knocked him 
down and killed him. 
Could the driver of the first car. which 
had raised a cloud of dust, be held re­ 
sponsible for the accident caused 
by 
the second car? The case came before 
che Corbeil court, which imposed a fine 
of $200 on the driver of the second car. 
oesides compelling him to pay ftiOO com­ 
pensation. 
But the driver of the car 
which caused the dust to fly was ac­ 
quitted, and his claim for $40 for be- 
ing unjustifiably prosecuted was al­ 
lowed against the family of the cyclist 
who was killed. This decision was ap­ 
pealed against.

Oriental Artist Declares Their Gait Is 
Ungainly and Their Figures 
Out of Poise. 


BODY GIVEN TO COLLEGE. 


Aged Convict's Request Carried Out 
by Prison Authorities at Mich­ 
igan City, Iud. 


Michigan City. Ind.—The body of the 
dead life convict. James Blackwood 
who was the oldest inmate of the state 
prison, was taken to the Valparaiso col­ 
lege tor dissection by the medical de­ 
partment. 
Blackwood died in the prison hospital 
after serving 18 years behind the prison 
bars. He had been here since the trans- 
-er from Jeffersonville in 1897. 
As Blackwood was dying there stood 
beside his cot James L. Myers, the mur­ 
derer who was given a pardon by Gov. 
^ aniy- 
Myers was found praying for 
the dying convict when the glad tidings 
ot me pardon came to his ears. 
Blackwood served 18 years for a mur­ 
der in Clay county in 1887. All that re­ 
mains of his family is a son residing 
in Texas. 
The son was notified after 
death, but made no reply. 
The crime for which James Black­ 
wood was sentenced occurred while a 
party was returning from a dance in ‘ 
Benwood. Clay county,

What will suit a Frenchwom­ 
an will never suit the Englishwoman. 
I do not like these short sleeves. They 
are out of place. I see a smart girl with 
a short sleeve. 
She seems to say to 
me: 
’See. now. I am ready to do the 
scrubbing.’ ” 
Another point which astounds him is 
the assurance of the English girl. 
“She walks along with her head in the 
air. so haughty,” Mr. Markino said. 
"She is afraid of nothing. 
in our

I he civil service laws of Great Britain 
are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob­ 
tain their positions by merit after ex­ 
amination, and retain their places dur­ 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
•-he fact that there is a change of ad­ 
ministration. There are a certain num­ 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
aa they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva­ 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per­ 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un­ 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry 
It is not to be supposed that the Eng­ 
lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos­ 
phere where partisanship ha* been ban­ 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded, 
n addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal­ 
ary list of $786,000, who step “down and 
oui 
with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
farge number ot vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re­ 
moval tor incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
ru e. to members of its own party 
Dur­ 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries, of 
$1,060,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of iecolders, clerks, miuor magistrates 
and the like. 
Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov­ 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons. 
The colonial service, with its 23 vice­ 
roys. governors and commissioners, af­ 
fords rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so. be­ 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap­ 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di­ 
vorced from politics and are sate. Inter­ 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as

There was a fairly good crowd 


at the mass meeting Monday 
night called for the purpose of 
taking some final and imperative 
action respecting Ada's bonus for 
the Oklahoma Central railroad. 
J. W. Hays served as chairman 
and W. H. Ebey aa secretary 


As is well known to the public 


the Central's proposition is to 
build into Ada for a bonus of 
$20,000 and right of way through 
the city as far as the oil mill. 


After seveial months diligent 


canvassing by our committee of 
citizens $19,500 of the amount 1ms 
been secured and closed IT by 
notes. About $1,000 more re 
mains in unclosed subscriptions. 
It is now estimated that the right 
of way desired will cost about 
$7,000, which is $6.5000 in excess 
of the amount so far secured. 
The committee is firmly of the 
opinion that no appreciable addi- 
tion to the subscriptions can be 
wrung out of the citizens, not- 
withstanding President Carter's 
recent urgent letter, which re- 
sulted in the calling of the mass 
meeting 
It was decided by the 


meeting to present the exact sit-

BODY GIVEN TO COLLEGE. 


Aged Convict's Bequest Carried Out 


by Prison Authorities at Mich- 


igan City, Ind. 


Michigan City, Ind.—The body of the 


dead life convict. James Blackwood, 
•who was the oldest inmate of the state 
prison, was taken to the Valparaiso col- 
lege for dissection by the medical de- 
partment. 


Blackwood died in the prison hospital 


after serving 18 years behind the prison 
bars. He had been here since the trans- 
fer from Jeffersonville in 1897. 


As Blackwood was dying there stood 


beside his cot James L. Myers, the mur- 
derer who was given a pardon by Gov. 
Hanly. Myers was found praying for 
the dying couvlct when the glad tidings 
of the pardon came to his ears. 


Blackwood served 18 years for a mur- 


der in Clay county in 1887. All that re- 
mains of his family is a son residing 
in Texas. 
The son was notified after 


death, but made no reply. 


The crime for which James Black- 


wood was sentenced occurred while a 
party was returning from a dance in 
Bernvood, Clay county, 
to Cardonia. 


Blackwood quarreled with his wife. In 
the flght which followed the woman 
was knocked down and sustained four 
broken Tibs. She was wrapped in 
a. 


bundle of straw and left by the roadside, 
whers she was found in the morning. 
Slip died soon after. Blackwood plead- 
ul guilty and was sentenced by the late 
Judge Coffne, o£ Brazil.

Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior If competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The Incoming of 
the new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
the fact that.there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain num- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
aa they are intrusted with the duty ot 
carrying out a liberal and conserva- 
tive policy; but the maw of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed It the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal ot ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry. 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos- 
phere where partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded. 
In addition to the 45 leading officials of 
a political character, with an annual sal- 
ary list of $786,000, who step "down and 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life fills 
a large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re- 
moval lor incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to members of its own party. Dur- 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule tbe conservative party has had tlie 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries, of 
$1,060,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of recorders, clerks, miuor magistrates 
and the like. Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov- 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons. 


The colonial service, with its 23 vice- 


roys, governors and commissioners, af- 
fords rich patronage, and' a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so, be- 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap- 
pointees, who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di- 
vorced from politics and are sate. Inter- 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government la quite as efficient as 
our own.
